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FROM  CRUTCHES  TO  GYMNAST 

Br  John  C.  Merrill.  Jr. 

A  Northwestern  State  College 
student,  born  with  polio  and  para- 
lyzed since  infancy  from  the  waist 
down,  is  proying  that  a  physical 
handicap  does  not  keep  a  person 
from  excelling  in  a  sport — even 
one  calling  for  a  high  degree  of 
bodily  coordination. 

Shelby  Brooks,  a  22-year-old 
NSC  junior  from  Jena,  is  one  of 
the  top-notch  members  of  Coach 
John  Piscopo"s  Demon  gymnastic 
team.  And  Coach  Piscopo  is  one 
who  has  high  standards  for  his 
consistently  top-notch  teams. 

Brooks  was  born  with  polio,  a 
body  which  was  useless  from  the 
waist  down,  club  feet  and  a  dis- 
located hip.  WTiile  in  high  school 
at  Trout-Goodpine  just  outside 
Jena,  he  had  several  operations 
which  failed  to  help  him  very 
much.  After  graduation  in  1948, 
he  spent  two  straight  years  in  the 
hospital  and  underwent  three  ma- 
jor operations. 

Upon  leaving  Touro,  he  entered 
Northwestern  State  in  the  Fall  of 
1950.  and  began  majoring  in 
Upper  Elementary  Education.  At 
this  time  he  had  to  use  crutches  to 
get  around. 

During  the  1951  Spring  Se- 
mester, he  reported  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Education  and 
was  assigned  to  a  class  in  swim- 
ming, where  he  received  special 
instruction  under  Robert  Justiss,  a 
student  assistant.  "This  activity," 
according  to  Brooks,  "helped  me 
to  develop  my  legs  and  to  regain 
the  use  of  them."  At  mid-semester 
he  was  encouraged  bv  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Education  to 
schedule  a  basic  course  in  correc- 
tive gymnastics  as  the  second  half 
of  the  required  physical  education 
course.  Under  the  watchful  eye  of 
Coach  John  Piscopo.  Brooks  made 
rapid  progress  and  soon  began  to 
shed  the  artificial  support  of  his 
crutches.  First  he  omitted  one  and 
then  he  substituted  walking  canes. 
It  was  only  a  short  time  before  he 
abandoned  these  altogether,  and 
now  he  -uses  no  support  whatso- 
ever. 

Startii>g  gymnastics  in  the  Fall 
of  1951,  on  an  extra-curricular 
basis,  he  became  one  of  the  main- 
stays of  the  team.  He  represented 
Northwestern  State  College  in  a 
demon.stration  at  the  Louisiana 
Education  Association  Conference 
in  Shreveport  last  year  as  a  hand- 
balancer,  one  of  the  first  events  to 
receive  his  attention. 

In  the  Spring  of  1952.  he  look 
up  competitive  gymnastics  and 
held  down  a  regular  berth  on  the 
team  which  walked  off  with  the 
Southern  A.  A.  U.  team  champion- 
ship.  Brooks  won  points  in   three 
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ticipate  in  13  exhibition  shows  to 
be  presented  throughout  Louisiana 
by  the  Demon  gymnasts,  and  next 
spring  he  will  take  part  in  inter- 
collegiate competition. 


events,  placing  second  in  rope 
climbing,  fourth  on  the  rings,  and 
fifth  on  the  parallel  bars. 

Shelby  is  one  of  the  mainstays 
of  the  1952-53  gymnastic  team 
and  Coach  Piscopo  regards  him  as 
"one  of  my  top  performers."  He 
has  become  more  versatile  and  is 
now  competing  in  parallel  bars, 
rope  climb,  side  horse,  and  the 
still  and  flying  rings,  in  addition 
to  handbalancing. 

Brooks  now  spends,  without 
school  credit,  two  hours  per  day 
in  the  gymnasium  throughout  the 
year.  He  recently  stated,  "I  con- 
sider gymnastics  an  extremely  im- 
portant sport.  It  has  not  only  pro- 
vided me  with  recreation,  but  it 
also  has  helped  me  to  become 
strong  and  to  regain  a  sense  of 
balance  and  muscle  coordination." 

Brooks  hopes  to  coach  a  gym- 
nastic team  at  the  high  school  in 
which  he  teaches  after  graduating 
from  NSC.  Although  few  high 
schools  at  present  have  gym  teams, 
he  feels  it  would  be  a  very  impor- 
tant and  helpful  step  to  take  in 
any  high  school's  physical  educa- 
tion program.  After  he  gets  his 
diploma  in  August,  1953.  Brooks 
hopes  to  land  a  teaching  job  in 
the  vicinity  of  his  home-town, 
lena.  He  is  maioring  in  upper  ele- 
mentary education. 

He  is  lookinir  forward  to  this 
vear.  his  last  in  college,  as  being 
•''s  l)e«t  in  gvnmastic  competition. 
This  fall   and  winter  he  will   par-

Tough  Campaign 

The  Demon  football  team  has 
had  a  hard-fought  but  losing 
schedule  this  season.  Numerous 
fumbles  and  disappointing  lack  of 
scoring  power  when  deep  in  enemy 
territory  have  kept  them  out  of 
the  win  column  all  the  season  since 
the  opening  game,  which  they  won 
7-0. 

Against  Louisiana  Tech  at  the 
State  Fair  the  Demons  could  not 
develop  a  sustained  drive  to  carry 
them  over  the  goal  line,  while 
fumbles  deep  in  their  own  terri 
lory  gave  Tech  two  opportunities 
to  score,  both  of  which  they  seized 
Tech  also  scored  another  touch- 
down and  one  safety,  thereby  de- 
feating the  Demons  22-0. 

The  following  week  at  Ham 
mond  the  Demons  again  failed  to 
score  while  Southeastern  picked 
up  19  points. 

Against  Mississippi  Southern 
on  Nov.  1  on  their  home  field,  the 
Demons  jumped  into  an  early  lead 
when  Roland  Smith  got  loose  for 
70  yards  and  a  touchdown — fol 
lowed  a  short  time  later  by  a  drive 
over  from  the  Southerners'  one 
yard  line.  Mississippi  closed  the 
gap,  however,  and  the  half  ended 
in  a  13-13  tie.  During  the  second 
half  the  Southerners  turned  on  th 
heat  and  rolled  up  a  commandinj 
lead,  winning  by  a  final  score  o 
39-13. 

Last  week  at  Monroe,  the  De 
mons  overcame  a  seven-point  leai 
of  the  Northeast  Indians  to  tie  th 
game  at  7-7,  then  moved  out  ir 
front  to  lead  14-7.  The  Indians 
came  surging  back  to  tie  the  gam 
up  and  in  the  closing  quarter 
forged  ahead  20-14,  a  lead  the 
Demons  could  not  overcome. 

With  only  one  game  remaining 
on  the  schedule.  Southwestern  or 
Homecoming  (which  will  hav( 
been  played  soon  after  we  go  t( 
press),  the  Demons'  record  for  th 
season  shows  one  win,  one  tie,  anc 
six  losses. 

In  conference  play  the  Demon 
and  the  Wildcats  of  Louisian 
College  remain  tied  for  the  cella 
position  with  one  tie  each  an< 
no  wins.

OUTSTANDING  FRESHMAN  SWIMMERS 


Louisiana's  two  greatest  high 
school  swimming  stars  are  now 
freshmen  at  Northwestern  State 
College.  Tommy  Kehoe  (left)  and 
Lyle  Dillman  (right),  both  of 
whom  live  in  New  Orleans,  have 
set  many  high  school  and  A.  A.  U. 
records.  In  the  past  they  have  been 
outstanding  rivals,  but  now  they 
will  team  up  to  deal  misery  to  the 
opponents  of  the  Demons. 

Tommy  Kehoe,  the  youngest  in 
a  family  of  swimmers  and  a 
brother  to  Jerry  Kehoe,  Co-Cap- 
tain of  the  N.  S.  C.  Swimmers,  is 
a  graduate  of  New  Orleans  Acad- 
emy. He  swam  in  A.  A.  U.  com- 
petition as  a  member  of  the  strong 
Audubon  Swim  Club.  Tommy  did 
not  compete  last  season  because  of 
an  operation,  but  he  should  be 
ready  now  to  take  up  where  he  left 
off  in  1951,  as  high-point  winner 
in  the  N.  S.  C.  Swim  Meet  and 
also  as  sweepstakes  winner  at  the 
State  High  School  Meet.  Kehoe's 
crowning  triumph  was  winning  the 
Junior  National  A.  A.  U.  200- 
meter  freestvle  in  1951.  Tommy 
was  undefeated  in  the  100-yard 
and  220-yard  freestvle  events  in 
high  school  competition  in  1950 
and  again  in  1951.  He  won  four 
high-point  trophies  at  the  North- 
west and  State  Meets  in  1950 
and  in  1951.  He  presently  holds 
Northwest  Rally  Records  in  the 
100-vard  freestvle,  the  100-vard 
backstroke,  and  the  220-yard  free- 


I  style.  He  shares  the  state  record  in 
the  100-yard  freestyle,  which  was 
equaled  last  season  by  Dillman. 

Lyle  Dillman  is  a  graduate  of 
NichoUs  High  School  of  New  Or- 
leans. He  swam  during  the  sum- 
mers for  the  New  Orleans  Athletic 
Club,  a  perennial  contender  for 
honors  in  A.  A.  U.  competition. 
Dillman  is  the  present  State  High 
School  Champion  in  the  50-yard 
freestyle,  100-yard  freestyle,  and 
100-yard  backstroke.  Last  year  he 
won  the  high-point  trophies  at 
both  the  Northwest  and  the  State 
Championship  Meets.  In  winning 
the  100-yard  freestyle  in  the  State 
Meet,  he  tied  Kehoe's  record.  Lyle 
has  consistently  placed  high  dur- 
ing the  last  three  years  in  the 
backstroke  and  in  the  longer  free- 
stvle events,  but  it  was  in  the  50- 
yards  freestyle  sprint  that  he 
ranked  supreme.
